Macon, Ga., December 15.—(Spe- 
cial.) —Following a day of spirited 
attempts by the defense to break 
down the testimony of the state's 
medical experts, the Shepard hear- 
ing 1s expected to take a sensa- 
tional turn Thutsday when Mrs.

_ prosecution’s case, 
the stand. 


Detailed. charges of an alleged | 


poison conspiracy/resulting in the | 
death of her brother, Fred D. Shep- | 
ard, wealthy peach grower, will 
constitute the greater part of her 
testimony, it is learned from-an au- 
thoritative source, but other alle- 
gations of a hardly less sensational 
hature, which have not as yet beén 
hinted publicly, are also expected. 

Discussion of the ahemical effect 
‘Ofamercury compounds on the hu- 
man body took up practically the 
whole first day of testimony at the 
hearing Wednesday. 

Claim Bichloride Found. 

The defendants, Shepard’s widow, 
now Mrs. Pauline Elmer; her sis- 
ter, Mrs. Iona Henry; her son, Er- 
nest Hopson, and Mrs, Annie Cutts, 
of Fitzgerald, heard two experts, 
Pr. John Funke and Dr. Edgar Ever- 
hart, testify for the state that a 
mercurial compound found in the 
viscera of Shepard, showed he had 
swallowed bichloride of mercury, 
which the state has asserted was 
given him in lNquor as a part of 
a conspiracy to get possession of 

“hig fortune. 

Possibility of a claim that Shep- 
ard’s death might have been due to 
an overiose of calomel, or of a 
chemical changé In calomel before 
or after he had taken it, was indi- 
cated in cross examination by coun- 
sel for the defense. The state’s 
three witnesses, the only ones to 
testify today, were also asked if it 
were not possible that indulgence in 
liquor had caused death. N ve 
answers were given to each qu 
tion. They also agreed that “no.or- 
dinary disease” could have caused 
the-eendidtion found in the viscera. 

With the exception of Mrs. Elmer, 
all the defendants smiled frequently 
at the sparring between the experts 
and counsel for defense that marked 
the lengthy cross-examination. 

Fred Crandall, of Fort Valley, Ga., 
nephew of the dead man, was intox- 
icated on the night Shepard was 
taken to a Macon hospital last June, 
where he died, according to testi- 
money. of Dr. M. S. Brown, of Fort 
Valley, who described Crandall’s 
condjdtion as “drunk, gloriously 
happy” thaht night, but seriously {1] 
for several days afterwards. 

Say Crandall Was Poisoned. 

That young Crandall inadvertent- 
ly partook of some of the poisoned 
liquor as that which is alleged to 
have been given to Shepard, is the 
contention of the state. 

The defense is clearly laying the 
foundation in this hearing for its 
course of action in the final trial, 
which will take one of two direc- 
tions. 

Having once established the fact 
that Fred Shepard was a heavy 
drinker, the defense will then at- 
tempt to show that his death was 
the result of alcoholic,. or other

Washington, December 15.—(By | 
Associated Press.) — Notice . was 
given the American government to- 
day by Newcomb H. Carlton, presi- 
dent of the Western Union Tele- 
graph company, that his company 
intends to connect its new cable 
from Berbadoes ‘with its lines in 
the United States by means of ex- 
isting cables to Cuba, regardless of 
the opposition of President Wilson 
and the state department. 

Mr. Carlton's statement was made 
in .testimony before a senate in- 
terstate commerce . subcommittee 
which has before it an administra- 
tion measure givings the executive 
department. absolute control over 
the landing of cable lines on Ameri- 
can soil. He was one of four wit- 
nesses examined at the opening of 
an inquiry into the whole subject 
of cable communications and from 
whose testimony the committee de- 
veloped among -other things that} 
the All-America Cables, Inc., 
American concern, is engaged with 
the support of the state depart- 
ment, in a fight against the West- 
ern Telegraph .company, of Great 
Britain and 
an effort.to break.the cable mo- 
nopoly enjoyed by the British com- 
pany in Brazil.

There also was testimony that the 
All-America company enjoys cable 
monopolies in several Central and 
South American countries; rhat the 
international communications ‘con- 
ference here has reached a tentative 
agreement that no censorship shall 
be imposed upon cable” messages 
merely passing through relay 
points; that there is no cable com- 
munication between the United 
States and Germany except over 
British controlled lines; that some 
foreign governments are subsidiz- 
ing news agéncies disseminating 
reports in other countries and that 


the Western Union plans further in- | 


dependent, connections through 
American cable lines to Italy, Hol- 
land and Scandinavia. 

The committee will continue its 
inquiry tomorrow and again next 
week, and it plans to inquire par- 
ticularly into the matter of the 
dissemination of American news 
abroad and the handling of cable 
messages of American firms seek- 
ing foreign business. These sub- 
jects were touched upon generally 
today and the committee received 
suggestions from Mr. Carlton that 
independent cable lines be estab- 
lished\betwen the United States and 


Japan and the United States and 
China for the exchange of news 
between those countries. 

The committee was told today by 
Mr. Carlton that the cesorship of 
foreign cables was not to be feared 
in time of peace. He said it re-

CHINA TAKES RANK 


Woman Makes Debut Be- 

fore the Council—Swiss 
Speaker Urges Entrance 
of America, Russia and 
Germany. 


Geneva, December 15.—China to- | 


day took rank among the principal 
powers directing the affairs of the 
world through its entry into the 
council of the league of nations in 
succession to Greece. The election 
of China had been discounted large- 
ly since the assembly previously had 
adopted the recommendation of the 
committee on organization that an- 
other elective member be allotted to 
Asia. 

It was doubtful up to the last 
moment, however, whether the mem- 
bers who for the last few days 
had been advocating Slav or Scan- 
dinavian representation would 
succeed with their argument that 
the Asiatic races could not expect 
two places on the council while 
two important European countries 
were not represented at all. 

The majority of the delegates, 
however, hedl to their implied prom- 
ise, but the success of China was 
due largely to the personal strength 
Dr. Wellington Koo, of the Chi- 
nese delegation, has acquired in the 
assembly. 

The delegates ap 
interested in the election of new 
states to the league and followed 
the recommendation of the commit- 
tee on the admission of new states, 
which it had long been known as a 
foregone conclusion they would ap- 
prove.

Then 
he turned around and puail out all 
the money. It was the la#t day for 
his nephews and nieces te pay their 
final 1920 income tax instal)ments 
of about $800,000,000. But it also was 
the day on which certificates of in- 
debtedness worth $700,000,000, and 
interest on Liberty and Victory 
bonds amounting to §143,000,000, 
feli due. 


All day long butchers, bakers and 
candlestickmakers thronged the 
customs house here today to pay 
income taxes. Mail carriers un- 
loaded pouch after pouch fillee jwith 
checks, money orders and c&s8h_of 
others who settled with the gov- 
ernment for the‘last time this year. 
Midas, in all his glory, was never 
surrounded with all the wealth that 
accumulated today around Collector 
Edwards. It was estimated that 
nearly $100,000,000 was paid in New 
York.

Just before she was released on 
bond, which was signed by A. P.

After tarning into Forsyth street, 
he states, he saw Mr. Holbrook 
leave the Forsyth street pavement 
and start toward Whitehall street. 

After passing in front of the 
truck, Parker says, Mr. Holbrook 
became excited and started back, al- 
though there was no street car or 
automopile or other vehicle ap- 
proaching to have caused this ac- 
tion. 


Story of Parker. 
Parker says that he turned sharp- 
ly toward the left, in hopes of 


avoiding Mr. Holbrook, but the aged 
man again started back, he claims, 
and Parker turmed teward the right. 
Mr. Holbrook then seemed to com- 
pletely ios is head, Parker asserts. 
and, instead of allowing the truck 
to pass, again went back, compell- 
ing the driver to turn again toward 
the Jeft. It was at this time tnat 
Mr. Holbrook was struck down. 

On the truck with Parker at the 
time-of the accident was W. C. Tid- 
well, 264 South ~Humphries street. 
Tidwell was brought to police head- 
quarters with Parker, but was not 
detained.

SHOOTING OCCURRED 
ABOUT TWO YEARS AGO 


Physicians Who Attend- 
ed Ed Mills, After He. 


Summoned Before the 
Grand Jury. 


That Solicitor John A, Boykin is 
working towards the indictmet of 
Floyd Woodwnrd, alleged “brains” 
of the gambling syndicate which 
has operated here for the past two 
years, on a charge of murder, as the 
result of the shooting and killing of 
Ed Mills in April, 1919, became 
known Wednesday. 

It was indicated that the*testimo- 
ny at the coroner’s inquest, given 
by Frank Demandel, who was the 
star witness for Woodward, has 
been refuted by others who have 
appeared before the grand jury dur- 
ing the past few days. It has alse 
been established «hat Demandel, who 
was house detective at the hotel 
where Mills was killed, was tried 
and convicted of taking; money from 
women of aqvesiiGnabie character, 
and was discharged by the hotel 
management. 

Mills, according to certain wit- 
nesses who have been bfor th 
grand jury, had orly been in At- 
lanta about th.ee hours before the

Robert Kellam, 8 Hunnicutt street 
agent for the Life and Health In- 
Surance Company of America, was 
painfully, but not critically. injured 
by an automobile as he alighted 
from a moving street car, at Eighth 
and West Peachtree streets, at 9:40 
o’clock Wednesday morning.

Woodward Undtr Indictment.

Washington, December 15..— (By 
the Associated Press.)—Deportation 
of Ludwig C. A. K..Martens, self- 
styled Russian soviet ambassador 
to the United States, is understood 
to have been virtually decided upon 
by Secretary of Labor Wilson, who 
has had the case under advisement 
since the conclusion a week ago of 


the hearings in the deportation pro- 
ceedings. 


Justification for Martens’ depor- 
tation is understood to have been 
found by Secretary Wilson in the 
costentions of immigration and de- 
part of justice authorities that the 
bolshevik agent held office under 
the soviet regime, which they say 
sims at the overthrow of the gov- 
ernment of the United States by 
fcrce apd violence. _This, according 
to the anticipated rMing of the sec 
retary, Drings Martens within jur- 
isdictione of the act of congress of 
Yetober 16, 1918, proving for the 
deportation of any alien belonging 
to an organization whose purpose is 
the violent overthrow of the gov- 
ernment of the United States. 

President Wilson, whom Secretary 
Wilson has consulted as to his opin- 
ion, is understood to have express 
ed himself as willing to approve the 
determination of the secretary of la- 
bor. The question of Martens’ de- 
ortation is said to have been 
rought up at yesterday's cabinet 
meeting and discussed generally. 

Secretary Wilson is said to plan to 
release Martens on his own recog- 
nizance until the day set for his 
departure fromthe United States for 
Russia. His réturn is expected to 
be made by way of Reval, Esthonia.

Solicitor General Garrett declared 
tonight following the hearing that 
he is well pleased with the progress 
of the case, and announced that to- 
morrow he will introduce Dr. Nel]- 
and possibly other medical 
witnesses.

Dr. Everhart Testifies. 


Solicitor Garrett first placed Dr. 
Edgar Everhart on the stand as an 
expert chemist who had conducted 
the analysis upon the viscera of 
Shepard. 

Following a series of questions 
calculated to develop the ability and 
standing of the witness’ Solicitor 
Garrett then brought out the de- 
tails of the first exhumation of 
Shepard’s body and subsequent 
chemical tests. 

Q “What were the results of your 
first analysis?” ~- 

A. “I found morphine, 
and bismuth.” 

The solicitor then examined the 
we nees upon his second examina- 
tion. 

Q. What,did you receive?” 

A. “Esphagus, large and small 
intestines, and spleen.” 

Q. “After chemical analysis 
what results did you obtain?” 

A. tI found’ bismuth, copper and 
mercury.” 

Dr. Everhart then explgined the 
chemical process. 

Ques. Did you find bichloride of 
mercury? 

A. ‘*T do not know, I found a 
mercuric salt and hydrochloric acid 
which would yield bichloride.”

In ariswer to further/questions Dr. 
Everhart state@ that the mercury 
found indicated a large dose. He 
also explained that while calomel 
(mercurous chloride) may change 
into bichloride (mercuric chloride) 
in the human system that. the 
amount of . bichloride' resulting 
would be very small.

Judge Ross, by means of ques- 
tions and citations of recorded cases, 
attempted to show that a dose of 
calomel might be, through ignor- 
ance of reaction, a dose of bichlor- 
ide. Dr. Everhart disagreed with 
hig citations. The witness then 
plunged into a chemical discussion 
of chemical reactions and methods 
of analyzing. 

Judge Ross attempted to attack 
Dr. Everhart’s testimony here from 
a scientific standpoint and emerged 
from the encounter with little glory. 

The point that poison had been 
found in the intestines Only was 
developed. 

Harris Examines Witness. 

General Harris then took charge 
of the witness. A long series of 
questions developed the fact that 
Dr. Everhart based his report of bi- 
chloride upon the fact that he 
found a soluble mercury salt. Gen- 
eral Harris then attempted to show 
that the galt might have been one 
of many. Everhart admitted this 
point but declared that the presence 
of hydrochloric acla indicated bi- 
chloride as the nature of the galt. 

General Harris.reverted to the 
stand that calomel may produce bi- 
chloride under salivation. The wit- 
ness stated that no one has ever 
demonstrated this fact, and. pro- 
ceeded to render a technical explan- 
ation of the abstracts of proof of 
the theory. Dr. Everhart admitted 
that very small quantities of mer- 
cury may be found in bodies after 
death as a result of mercury han- 
dled during life, 

General Harris asked the witness 
what he knew about the manufac- 
ture of “blind tiger’’ liquor. Dr. 
Everhart denied any personal 
knowledge from experience, produc- 
ing the first burst of laughter in 
the court. He further said that he 
had never found any potash in such 
liquor. 

Judge Ross interposed developing 
the fact that Dr. M. S. Brown, who 
employed Dr. Everhart. was in turn 
employed by Mrs. Alice Crandall, 
sister of Shepard. R,L. Berner, delved 
deep into the making of moon- 
shine liquor, attempting,to show 
that South Georgia moonshine is 
especially harmful. 

Solicitor Garrett brought out the 
fact that all mercuric salts have 
about tye same action upon the hu- 
man system, that the presumption 
based upon chemical knowledge was 
that the salt found in the Shepard 
viscera was mecuriec chloride, and 
that potash is not found in moon- 
shine whiskey. 

Just before the witness was re- 
leased all of the attorneys asked a 
‘question or two showing that each 
knew a bit of chemistry which fit 
together rather badly. 

Dr. John Funke Is Called. 

Dr. John Funke, of Atlanta, was 
next put on the stand by the state 
as an expert pathologist. The ex- 
amination conducted by the state's 
attorney developed the following 
testimony: Dr. Funke said that he 
had heen present at the autopsy 
upon the body of Fred Shepard on 
November UW, when he secured the 
entire intestinal tract and esopha- 
gus preparatory to examination, 

. “What did you find upon ex- 
amination?’ 

A. “Marked changes in the duo- 
denum which was very much dis- 
eased, as was the Small intestine 
where the mucous membrane was 
greatly inflamed. The same con- 
dition was true of the larger in- 
testines. 

‘In the dudenum, the mucous 
membrane was gone and in the 
large intestines the membrane was 
destroyed and dead, having died 
while the patient was living.” 

Whiskey Not Responsible. 

Acute inflamation characterized 
all of the organs. Dr. Funke stated 
that the heart and lungs were in 
excellent condition and that there 
was no indication that drink had 
produced death. Court recessed un- 
til 3 o'clock. 

Dr. Funke was reseated sin the 
witness chair after court opened 
again at 3 o'clock.

Dr. N. S. Brown, of Fort Valley, 
who attended Shepard in his last 
liness and performed two autopsies, 
was the third witness for the prose- 
cution. Dr. Brown testified “that 
he had known the Shepard and 
Crandall families for twenty years 
and had been their personal physi- 
cian for a number of years, that 
he was called to attend Fred Shep- 
ard the night of May 30, the night 
before he died. Dr. Brown stated 
that he found Shepard in acute 
pain, violent vomiting spells, cramp- 
ed colic and condition of locked 
bowels. He said teat he advised 
removal to Macon - hospital, that 
Shepard was taken in a car accom- 
panied by Ernest Hopson and Dr. 
A. N. Orr, that he, Dr. Brown, went 
in a car with Fred Crandall.

To promote the spirit of co-operation and to deal 
with the problems of industry in a way to insure the protection of the interests of all 
coricerned, the establishment of an International Joint Conference Council, made up 
of representatives of employers and employes, which shall be thoroughly inforased 
as to conditions and interests of all parties in the industry and in a position to sugt 
gest for ratification; regulations which shall eventually become the law of the in- 


dustry, is considered essential. 


“Compulsory arbitration by law is deemed impractical as a means of adjusting 
controversies between employers and employes. Controversies bet ween em- 
ployers and employes can_and should be adjusted through voluntary agreéments 
to refer disputes to boards’ of conciliation and arbitration composed of represen- 
tatives of employers and employes i in the industry affected. It is in this spirit‘of 
arbitration and conciliation that the organization and operation of a Joint Interna- . 
ne Conference Council for the Printing Industry and Allied Trades is under- 
taken.

WEATHER DAMAGED 
GOTTON IS REJECTED 


Commercial Exchange Asks 
Banks All Over State to 
Warn Growers. — 


In an effort to avoid heavy loss 
to cotton dealers through weather- 
damaged cotton. the Atlanta Com- 
mercial exchange mailed Wednes- 
day a circular to all banks of the 
state, both national and state banks, 
asking the personal attention of the 
bankers to the matter. Farmers 
oftentimes leave bales of cotton out 
in the weather for long periods, 
and later the cotton is found to be 
damaged considerably. 

The letter was signed by J. Hope 
Tigner, secretary and superintendent 
of the exchange, arf sent at the di- 
rection of F. M. Inman, the presi- 
dent. P 

Mr. Tigner said the annual crop 
loss through weather-damaged cot- 
ton was hundreds of thousands of 
dollars, perhaps as much as 
$1,000,000. 

The letter follows: 

Serious Situation. 

“eW. wish to call yvour attention 
to the very serious situation con- 
fronting you and the cotton inter: 
of the state in regard to weather- 
damaged cotton. 

“All the cotton merchants of At- 
lanta have notified their road men 
not to receive any weather-damageid 
cotton, as it is impossible to esti- 
mate the weather damage until the 
bale reaches its final destination at 
the mill, where the total damage 
claimed by the mill are hilled back 
to the cotton merchant making the 
shipment, who must suffer the loss. 

“Weather damage can easily be 
avoided by the farmer placing his 
cotton under a dry shelter up off 
the wet ground, or more cafel- pro- 
tecting it from weather, fire and 
robbery by placing every bale in a 
warehouse. 

Many Bales Damaged. 

“There are thousands of bales ot 
cotton lying out in the winter 
weather today flat on the ground, 
absolutely unprotected. while the 
careless owner promises every day 
to moveit under shelter, until weeks 
and months pass, then the damage 
has been done and he will very 
probably find no market for his cot- 
ton at all, as the cotton merchants 
are declining to handle any cotton 
showing weather damage. 

“The officials of the banks of the 
state are requested to make a per- 
sonal canvass of their customers im- 
mediately and urge them to house 
and protect their cotton, thereby 
saving them further loss on their 
crop. 

“The cotton merchants and the 
supply merchants’ will appreciate 
your personal interest in the mat- 
tor.”

To Save Starving Babies 


In the columns of hundreds of 
newspapers throughout the south 
there will appear within the next 
few days an appeal to southern 
people not to forget, in their Christ- 
mas joy, the condition of 3,500,000 
children who are dying of starva- 
tion in centra] Europe. 

A movement to give them food in 
their crisis until the next harvest is 
reaped has been started throughout 
the nation by leading relief organ- 
izations under the leadership of 
Herbert Hoover. 

In Georgia, prominent men and 
women representing these relief 
agencies are planning to organize 
the state by asking a leading citi- 
zen in each county to take the re- 
sponsibility for the “S. O. S. cam- 
paign,” and present the facts to 
their people. 

Marwin Underwood, chairman of 


the Georgia campaign and former 
general counsel for the United 
States railroad administration, Wed- 
nesday made the following state- 
ment: 

“Babies and children are dying in 
eastern and central Europe like 
flies. They are dying from malnu- 
trition—in other words, want of 
food. Yet only ten dollars apiece, it 
is estimated, will save them. 

“These facts are thoroughly 
established by such authoritative 
agencies as the Red Cross, which 
has representatives there. 

“Ammerica has been asked to give 
$33,000,000 to buy enough food to 
feed them until the next harvest. 
Georgia has been asked to do its 
part. Individual Georgians are now 
asked to do their part. 

“What is your part? The answer 
to that question, I am sure, will be 


dictated only by your means. Mr. 
John Manget, of Atlanta, has sent 
us his check to care for 25 children 
through their dark hour. Other 
Georgians May not be able to do as 
much. Some may be able to do more 
All can do something, for it is in- 
conceivable that there is a man or 
woman in the state who cannot 
make a Christmas gift of $10 to 
keep a child from death by a slow 
starvation that is worse than tor- 
ture on the rack.

Washington, December 15.—Immi- 
gration from Canada during the last 
, fiscal year broke all records, and 
_ there was a tremendous increase in 
'immigration from Mexico as well 
'as from the European countries, 

commissioner 


Anthony Caminetti, 
general of immigration, gays in his 
annual report, made pubRe today. 

Aliens from Canada admitted to 
the country, the report says, num- 
bered 90,025, while aliens departing 
numbered 7,666, leaving an excess 
of 82,357. In addition 19.336 aliens 
in Canada who applied for admis- 
sion were debarred, while 5,328 were 
refused examination, the report 
Says, because of inability or un- 
willingness to meet the head tax 
requirement. 

Admission of aliens from Mexico 
totaled 52,361, while the number of 
aliens going to Mexico from the 
United States numbered 6,606, leav-

previous fiscal year the admission® 
of immigrant aliens from Mexico 
numbered 29,818. 

Europe sent a total of 246,295 im- 
| migrant aliens to the United States 
'in the past fiscal year, while 256,- 
433 emigrant aliens left the United 
States for Europe, causing a de- 
crease in alien population of 10,- 
138. Immigrant aliens admitted 
from Asia numbered 17,505 and emi- 
grant aliens departing for Asia 
numbered 9,441, leaving an excess 
of 8,844. 

Many Deportations. 

Resumption of immigration on 
a large-scale and efforts to de- 
port alien anarchists made the last 
fiscal year the busiest of any since 
the inauguration of the immigra- 
tion service, the report says, “with 
indications that pre-war. immigra- 
tion figures would be outdistanced 
unless affected by laws of this or 
other countries.” 

“Chinese immigration,” the report 
continues, “shows an increase over 
the preceding year, the number of 
admissions having risen from 3,840 
coming for permanent residence in 
1919 to 4,690 in 1920, these fig- 
ures not including aliens of the 
Chinese race granted transient priv- 
ilege. Of the citizen class of Chi- 
nes. persons ‘1ere were admitted 
in all, 1,881, of whom 897 were of 
native birth, 843 were born abroad 
of native born parents and 141 were 
foreign-born wives of American cit- 
izens. of the Chinese race. 

“Im.nigration from Japan 40 the 
‘ontinent of the United States 
‘shows an increase of 13 per cent 
over the preceding fiscal year, while 
‘that to Hawaii shows a decrease of 
6 per cet, the admissions in fig- 
‘ures being 12,868 to the mainland 
and 3,306 to&Hawall as against I11,- 
(404 -d 3,500, respectively, In 1919. 

“As stated in/the last annual re- 
r t, the practice then obtainifig as 
to the admission of proxy brides 
as alleged brides of Japanese in this 
country . ; rot satisfactory to the 
depart-: and the result was a 
new rule which promised a solu- 
tion of the question.

The commissioner general adds, 
howe.or, that “this fact has little 
or no real significance under the 
circumstances unless possibly the 
very large increases among the 
Greeks and Italians give a hint that 
the immigration of the.e peoples 
in the future may be somewhat 
more permanent than in the past.”

Georgia has on its statute books 
a law which, inadequate as it is, 
would undoubtedly serve greatly 


'to diminish our appalling annual 


list of pistol casualties and make 


| pistol-carrying decidedly “unpop- 


ular in Georgia,” where, as Mr. 
Mercer suggests and as our mor- 
tality records show, human life is 
rated altogether too low in value. 

What makes our existing anti- 
concealed weapon law practically 
worthless as a safeguard against 
murder and murderous assault is 


} the fact that it is not properly en- 
‘ forced. 


In England the law forbids th 


‘carrying of any pistol, or other 


type of firearms, having a barrel 
less than 14 inches long—except, 
of course, by peace officers and 
by citizens who apply for and re- 
ceive special permission to carry 
pistols concealed upon their per- 


; sons. 


And in England law is law, and 


is respected and obeyed. The re- 


sult.is attested by the exception- 
ally low homicide rate in England. 
What Georgia needs to improve 
its disgraceful record in this re- 
spect is more law to regulate the 
carrying of weapons of human de- 
struction and more “teeth” put 
into our existing law; and then, 
most important of all, rigid, un- 
relenting enforcement! 


SPALDING’S GOOD WORK. 
With two big paving contracts 
just completed, involving’ twenty- 
nine miles of rural highways and 
ninety blocks in the city of Grif- 
fin, and with two other major jobs 
of a similar character still under 
way, Spalding county is setting an 
example in highway development 
that ought to be taken as a pat- 
‘tern by every county in Georgia.

This activity manifests a com- 
mendable spirit of progress and 
enterprise upon the part of Spald- 
ing county; and every man, wom- 
an and child in the county will 
be a direct beneficiary of it. 

Not only does it provide much- 
needed rural transportation facili- 
ties, but it affords labor and a 
means of livelihood for men who 
otherwise, perhaps, would be idle 
during the temporary period of in- 
dustrial depression incident to the 
readjustment process that is under 
way in all parts of the country. 

If there ever was a time when 
public improvements should be 
pushed to the maximum and every 
possible effort exerted by public 
authorities to keep labor busy 
doing something permanently use- 
ful, right now is such a time, while 
private industries are passing 
through a trying process of read- 
justment of their operating plans.

THIS EXERCISE BUNK. 

Quotation from a health depart- 
ment bulletin: 

“Some alleged health authomties 
are constantly writing about ‘the 
increasing mortality on this con- 
tinent’ and its causes, which they 
principally lay to degenerative dis- 
eases, such as those involving the 
kidneys, heart and blood vessels, 
for which they offer various reme- 
dies—principally exercise and less 
food. Such writings are harmful 
ame wetrue .°-.. 

Not guilty, if I may so flatter my- 
self. In fact, I know of no alleged 
health authority or actual health 
authority anywhere who continually 
or occasionally writes about any 
such thing. This bulletin article is 
unsigned, but presumably at least 
approved by the health commis- 
sioner of the city where it is print- 

It is, I think, the first instance 
of a real health authority even im- 
Plying that there may be any such 
increasing mortality. Several health 
authorities do frequentlv write and 
talk about the increasing death 
rate among people of middle age, 
chiefly from the type of diseases 
mentioned, but also fram cancer, I 
am one such alleged health author- 
ity— allege myself a health au- 
thority. I can cite no other proof 
that there is an increasing mortality 
among people of forty to fifty years 
of age jn the United States than 
the evidence furnished by the mor- 
tality statistics of the United States 
census bureau. If those statistics 
show anything at all they show 
precisely such increasing mortality 
and in spite of a steadily decreas- 
ing mortality for persons of all 
other ages, even advanced ace. 

In the same health department 
bulletin appears this striking 
“Healthorgram” (no health board 
bulletin is complete nowadays with- 


out some of these gnanpy things): 


Ventilate your homes and bodies. 
as welt as your opinions. 

Well, how can one ventilate one’s 
body without taking exercise? Is 
the ventilation to be confined to the 
face and the hands or to the sur- 
face? Or should we ventilate the 
bodv inside as well as outside? 

The “alleced health authorities” 
scarcely offer exercise and less food 
as remedies for the disenses the 
bulletin item mentions. Thev would 
he poor remedies for such disesses, 
Rather the alleged authorities 
suggest more exercise and less foo 
2s preventive measures against snch 
diseases, And that they certainly 
are. 

Fat, overfed, underexercised, to- 
baceo saturated, dopy, well heeled 
men, traveling fast toward a pre- 
mature grave, are fond of declaring 
that all this exercise bunk does a 
man no good, 

Exercise properly employed in- 
ereases metabolism. Improves the 
wind, strengthens the heart, lowers 
blood pressure, increases the ah- 
sorption of oxygen in the body and 
the destruction and elfmination of 
waste matters and retained nolsons, 
improves circulation, aids digestion 
—well, that’s enough. Does anybody 
offer a hetter preventive measure 
against the “degenerative diseases” 
mentioned in the item I have 
quoted? 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS, 
Excessive Sweating of the Palms. 
Can you recommend any applica- 

tion which will prevent gxcessive 
sweating of the palms of the hands? 
It is not from nervousness or em- 
barrassment. It seems to be a con- 
stant condition with me (J. R. B.) 
? ANSWER—Rub into the palms for 
a few minutes each evening for a 
week a little of this ofntment: 

Solution of formaldehyde (U. S. 
P.) one-half dram; menthol, two 
grains; lanolin, one-half ounce; pe- 
trolatum, enough to make one 
ounce. 

This should be dispensed in a col- 
lapsible tube and labelled formalde- 
hyde ointment. 

Buffalo Climate for Rheumatism. 

Please tell me whether the cli- 
mate of Buffalo, N. Y., or the cli- 
mate of Providence, R. IL, is good 
‘for a chronic articular rheumatism. 

ANSWER—So far as my knowl- 
edge of joint disease goes, climate 
has no influence.

I enjoy your health talks. You 
mix so much horse sense in your 
writing. I am 84 years old and 
practiced medicine from 1863 to 
1913. For corns and calluses ap- 
plv once daily a solution of thirty 
grains of salicylic acid in half an 
ounce of flexible collodion, forabou 
ten days—and what then? (H. W.

ANSWER—Then quit wearing the 
kind of shoes that cause corns and 
calluses. 

Urie Acid Phobia. 

I am told that eating sugar and 
sweets makes uric acid in the sys- 
tem, in other words, sugar in the 
urine. (H. S. B.) 

ANSWER — Somebody spoofing 
you. Uric acid is normally produced 
in the body; even when in excess, 
we have no evidence that it causes 
disease. It has nothing to do with 
sugar.

The annual holiday rush of ma!)

Ac- 
cording to present plans, however,, 
a serious congestion of mail is not 
at al] probable. 


Editor Constitution: I note that 
Judge Hutcheson, one of the best 
men on the superior court bench, 
appeals to the grand jury, and 
through them to the public for the 
protection of society against the 
deadly pocket pistol. Turning to 
another paper I find an account of 
the burial at sea, three miles from 
shore cartloads of pistols and other 
deadly weapons, peculiarly designed 
for taking human life when the vic- 
tim least expects harm, that had 
been taken from criminals arrested 
in New York city. 

All of which reminds me of your 
long continued efforts to create a 
public sentiment in Georgia that 
will give us more strict laws on 
the. subject and better enforcement 
of the laws now on our statute 
books. 

Some lawyers tell us that the 
federal constitution must be amend- 
ed before we have legislation 


against the manufacture, sale, 
transportation and possession of 
pistols and other deadly weapons 
that may be conveniently carried 
concealed about the person. ; 


Some of these lawyers, I find, do 
not know that the provision of the 
constitution they refer to is itself 


an amendment to the constitution, 
but insist that it is an old funda- 
menta] of the English law on which 
we builded. 

The law, second amendment to 
the federal constitution, reads: ‘‘A 
well regulated militia being neces- 
sary to the security of ae free 
state, the right of the people to 
keep and bear arms shall not be 
infringed.” 

That the law was written and 
adopted to meet a condition that 
existed at that time, organized 


preparation for resisting invasion 
or for suppressing internal disor- 
der, is obvious. The necessity has 
long passed, 


Admitting the lawyer’s construc- 
tion, arms for the protection of the 
home and of the cowardly corpus 


of the men who now carry pistols, 
a gun or other weapon that could 
not be conveniently concealed about 
the person would meet all require- 
ments. A shotgun by the head of 
the bed of the man of the house 
is the best protection of the iso- 
lated home. 


If the language of the consti- 
tution is stretched to protect the 
manufacture and possession of pis- 


tols it has already been “infringed” 
by the Georgia laws restricting, “in- 
fringing” the carrying, “bearing.” 
The laws of this state infringe the 
right to sell. It is probably true 
that every state in the union “in- 
fringes” the right to bear arms if 
we are to accept the construction 
of the language of the constitution 
insisted on by these lawyers. 
Within the last month I Hsted 
from the docket in a Georgia coun- 
ty four untried murder cases, sev- 


en cases having been disposed of 
this year, a large number of the 
thirty-one cases resulting from the 
pistol toting habit—a durnfool hab- 
it common to cowards. 

Some lawyer at some time has 
told some court that every crim- 
ina] statute in the Georgia code is 
unconstitutional. Why not try out 
an act of forbidding the manu- 
facture and possession of a pistol 
or other deadly weapon, capable of 
being carried concealed about the 
person? 

Man-killing instruments, pecu- 
liarly constructed for the use of 
cowards, should become unpopular 
in Georgia, where human life is 
rated among the cheapest commodi- 
ties.

BRITISH ATTEMPI 
TO CONTROL BOARD 


Shipping Board Probers 
Told British Mission 
Tried to Influence Poli- 
cies on the War-Time 
Program. 


,Washington, December 15.—Fur- 
ther testimony that Great Britain 
attempted to influence the war- 
time shipping policy of the Ameri- 
can government was given today by 
William Denman, of San Francisco, 
first chairman of the board, before 
the special house committee inves- 
tigating operations of the federal 
shipping agency.

British mission 
United States in April, 1917, ana 
which was headed by Arthur J. Bal- 
four, then British secrtary of state 
for foreign affairs, had undertaken 
to influence the shipping board, and 
had succeeded in getting one of its 
members elected to an administra- 
tive board which Mr. Denman said 
he had attempted to organize in 
Newy York to function with the 
shipping board. 

The member of the British mis- 
sion elected to this advisory board, 
he said, was Sir Connop Guthrie. 
Mr. Denman told the committee 
that he did not know how Sir-Con- 
nop was elected—that it happened 
between noon and 3:30 o’clock one 
afternoon—but that he had learned 
that three or four members of the 
British mission were present. 

“Afterwards the shipping board 
had a warm session,” he continued. 
“It lasted twenty minutes, and all 
that had been transacted at the 
previous session was wiped out.” 

The witness intimated his in- 
sistence that the board be Kept 
free from British influence had 
more to do with his resignation as 
chairman “that anything else,” and 
he testified that while he wanted 
British co-operation, he did not 
want Great Britain to influence tne 
board. 

Mr. Denman said he had frequent 
conferences with Mr. Balfour and 
“that certain phases of the confer- 
ences approached the realm of se- 
eret treaties.’ He indicated his wil- 
lingness to disclose the natur%e of 
the negotiaations if President Wil- 
son would consent,

Woe be unto the justice of peace 
who issues a warrant to be ex- 
ecuted upon any person in Atlanta, 
for whoever becomes guilty of such 
action may be in contempt of the 
municipal court.

On a number of occasions Gen- 
eral Hill occupied the position as 
military commander of the garrison 
in the City of Mexico. Following 
the break between General -Obre- 
gon and General Pablo Gonzales, 
General Hill was again placed in 
charge of the military district of 
the City of Mexico, where he fre- 
mained until calied to the cabinet of 
President Obregon.

SENATE EXEMPTS 
MARKETING BODIES 


Co-operative Farmers’ As- 
sociations Will Not Be 
Subject to Provisions of 


Sherman Act If Bill Be- 


comes Law. 


Washington, December 15.—The 
Capper-Hersman bill exempting 
farmers’ co-operative marketing as- 
sociations from the provisions of the 
Sherman anti-trust law was passed 
today by the senate without a rec- 
ord vote. 

The bill now goes to a conference 
for consideration of a senate amend- 
ment providing that the federal 
trade commission instead of the sec- 
retary of agriculture shall pass on 
complaints against any co-operative 
association. 

Other amendments added by the 
senate provide that complaints 


against the co-operative associa- 
tions shall be heard in the federal 


judicial district in which the prin- 
cipal office of the association is lo- 
cated, and that any attempt to cre- 
ate a monopoly or resort to unfair 
methods of competition in commerce 
shall make the association liable to 
prosecutions under the anti-trust 
laws and the Clayton act. 
For Mutual Benefit. 


Associations formed under the 


-measure must operate for the mu- 


tual benefit of the memDers. No 
member is permitted to have more 
than one vote regardless of the 
amount of stock or membership, 
capital and dividends are limited to 
8 per cent of the capital stock. 

Final vote in the senate not later 
than January 24 on the Kenyon- 
Kendrick bill, for federal regulation 
of the meat-packing industry, was 
agreed upon today by republican 
leaders. 

Postponement of action on the bill 
was taken largely to give Senator 
Sherman, republican, of Illinois, an 
opponent who is ill, an opportunity 
to present his views next month. 
Senator Harrisong democrat, Missis- 
sippi, inquired whether the bill 


could be passed by the house and 
enacted finally during this session. 
Senator Kenyon, republican, Iowa, 
in charge of the measure, said he 
could not give any assurances, but 
that the house could proceed with 
a similar measure meanwhile. 

After the voting agreement, the 
packer bill was set aside for de- 
bate on the house bill providing for 
co-operative marketing by farmers. 
This measure was advocated by 
Senators Kellogg, of Minnesota, and 
Lenroot, of Wisconsin, republicans, 
and Smith, democrat, Georgia.

NO RELIEF POSSBLE 
FROM INCOME TAXE 


Bureau Will Be Powerless to 
Act During the Money 
Stringency. 


Washington, December 15.—The 
internal revenue bureau is power- 
less under the law to grant any re- 
lief from penalties to be imposed 
on individuals and corporations who 
because of “tight money,” “business 
depression” or for other reasons 
were unable today to pay the last 
installment of tax on their 1919 in- 
comes. This statement was made 
tonight by Commissioner Williams 
when his attention was called to 
reports from various parts of the 
country that persons and corpora- 
tions had informed revenue collect- 
ors that they now were financially 
unable to pay taxes on the money 
they earned last year. 

Congress alone, Commissioner 
Williams said, can afford relief to 
delinquents from the penalties. 
which amount to 5 per .cent of the 
tax due and 1 per cent interest 
monthly on the unpaid portion. 

Representative Edmonds, repub- 
lican, of Pennsylvania, declar'ng 
that thousands of taxpayers had 
been unable to meet their final in- 
stallment, and should be afforded 
relief, introduced in the house to- 
day a bill to suspend penalties for 
nonpayment for sixty days. Both 
the senate finance committee and 
house ways and means committee, 
however, have decided against legis- 
lation sllowing any postponement 
of payments. 


SHIPPING BOARD ASKS 
BIG APPROPRIATION

of $95,021,500 to meet estimated de- 
ficiencies during the rest of the 
current fiscal year.

it in the United States. 

Mr. Root said this contract with 
the Western Union was a counter 
attack by the British company on 
the All-America Cables as a re- 
sult of the later company obtain- 
ing through court litigation in Bra- 
zil permission to build its own lines 
to Santos and Rio de Janeiso. He 
added that the All-America. was 
given the option “of retaining its 
west coast monopoly arid giving up 
its lines on the east coast of South 
America, or taking on in a commer- 
cail war the two greatest commer- 
cail communication companies.”

PLEA OF HARDING 


President-Elect Sounds 
“Old-Fashioned” Note in 
Speech Before League, 
After Busy Day of Con- 
ferences. 


Marion, Ohio, December 15.— 
American mothers were asked by 
President-eelct Harding tonight to 
give to school officials and other 
public servants a full measure of 
co-operation in the educational, re- 
igious and physical training of chil- 
dren. 


Speaking here before a state mect- 
ing of the Child Conservation 
league, Mr. Harding declared it the 
duty of motherhood to keep the 
old-time home spirit alive in spite 
of the growing tendency to entrust 
the instruction of the child almost 
wholly to public institutions. He 


gious training be kept within the 
province of the hearth, and voiced a 
hope for a revival of religious rev- 
erence in the trying times ahead. 

The president-elect also asked 
that the public welfare agencies of 
the nation be kept democratic, and 
expressed disapproval of the prac- 
tice of the rich in withdrawing 
their children from the public 
schools and entering them in pri- 
vate institutions. He reaffirmed his 
hope that great good would be ac- 
complished by the new public wel- 
fare department to be proposed by 
his administration and said he had 
found sentiment in and out of con- 
gress strongly supporting the plan. 

Many Callers. 

The address was delivered at the 
Methodist Episcopal church here at 
the end of one of Mr. Harding's busi- 
est days since he began his consul- 
tations on an association of na- 
tions and other public problems. His 
callers included Raymond Robins, 
of Chicago, a former leader of the 
progressive party; Senator Fall, of 
New Mexico, and George F. Wil- 
liams, a@ former American minister 
to Greece, and the conferences are 
understoed to have covered many 
foreign and domestic questions. 

Mr. Fall, the first member of the 
senate to visit the president-elect 
since his return to Marion, came 
from Washington and is said to 
have given Mr. Harding detailed ad- 
vice on numerous subjects that have 
been talked over among republic- 
an leaders in congress. It was in- 
dicated that cabinet selections was 
one of the topics discussed and that 
much attention alsO was given to 
the financial situation. Mr. Fall is 
an advocate of immediate aid to the 
agricultural interests of the coun- 
try and told the president-elect that 
unless something were done within 
the next three months, serious dis- 
location of food markets would oc- 
cur. 

Plans for Peace. 

Confidence of an acceptable solu- 
tion of the peace tangle Was ex- 
pressed by Senator Fall, who said 
after the conference that he believed 
the president-elect’s consultations 
here were progressing toward a 
peace plan that would permit Amer- 
ica to regain world leadership. He 
said he personally believed the best 
solution would be a new peace cone 
ference at Washington at which 
European nations would be eager 
to be present. 

Senator Fall, who has been men- 
tioned in some quarters for a cab- 
inet position, has been irreconcila- 
bly opposed to the treaty of Ver- 
sailles, but he said he knew of no 
irreconcilable senators who wanted 
no world peace association at all. 

Mr. Robins’ talk with the pres!- 
dent-elect was directed toward eco- 
nomic and social eonditions abroad, 
although the financial and labor 
situation in the United States also 
was discussed. Mr. Williams pre- 
sented a -irefully prepared asso- 
ciation plan which he said was fa- 
vorably regarded by a number of 
prominent Amepicans. 

Will Meet Coolidge. 


During the day, Senator Harding 
also talked with Will A. Pears, of 
Des Moines, Iowa, about the move- 
ment for exchanges of scholarships 
between universities in Mexico and 
the United States. Afterward Mr. 
Pears said the plan had the presi- 
dent-elect’s hearty approval, though 
he did not consider it a matter for 
governmental action. ;

In Prehistoric Town 
Found in New Mexico 


New York, December 15.—Discov- 
ery of the ruins of a pre-historic 
village and cemetery, in which were 
many relics of great value, in the 
Navajo country in New Mexico, was 
announced. today by the American 
Museum of National History. The 
discovery was made by an explora- 
tion party, headed by Earl H. Mor- 
ris, which has been conducting ex- 
cavations in the Pueblo community 
dwelling at Aztec, N. M.

M. Motta, speaking on the report 
of the committee, recalled the rejec- 
tion of Germany’s application for 
admission by the peace conference, 
saying that Switzerland had always 
regretted it and that there were now 
three places vacant in the league 
Which ought to be filled by the 
United States, Russia and Germany. 

Vote on Austria. 

At the mention of Germany, Mr. 
Viviani asked for the floor, and 
upon the conclusion of M. Motta’s 
speech, in which the Swiss delegate 
appealed to the assembly for jus- 
tice, M. Viviani mounted the tribune 
and launched into a fervid defense 
of the French viewpoint. It was 
soon apparent that the assembly 
was with him and his remarks were 
greeted with frequent applause. 
When he descended from the tribune 
he received the greatest ovation 
of the assembly. 

The voting for the admission of 
Austria, which immediately fol- 
lowed, was by a nominal roll call, 


the delegates being asked whether 
they were in favor or or against 
admission, some answering in 
French and others in Englisn. 

Thirty-five votes were cast in 
favor of <Austria’s admission, two 
members were absent and four ab- 
stained from voting.

Daniels Asks Blanket 


Washington, December 15.—Cot- 
ton mills of the south and New Eng- 
land were declared by Senator 


Smith, democrat. South Carolina, in 
an address in the senate today, to 


be in a position to make 
profits now with cotton selling at a 
low price and with their products 
cut 331-3 per cent than during the 
recent days of 40-cent cotton, when. 
he said, the profits of many mills 
amounted to 300 per cent. 

The South Carolina senator 
charged that the mills had not re- 
duced the prices of their products 


to correspond with the drop in the 
price of cotton, and also in many 
cases, in the wages of workers. The 
price of raw cotton, he said, had 
declined 200 per cent, while the 
prices received by the mills for the 
finished products had fallen only 
33 1-3 per cent. 

“Conditions in this country are 
frightful,’ Senator Smith declared. 
“Senators come in here with fine- 
spun theories instead of trying to 
do something to assist the farm- 
ers.”’ 

The senator upbraided those who, 
he said, had declared “let the farm- 
ers take their medicine,” in the 
form of falling prices. 

“Many millionaires were made 
during the war,” he continued, “but 
not one of them came from the 
farmers. You stand here haggling 
about anti-trust laws, breaking the 
hearts of the farmers when thou- 
sands are suffering.”

Washington, December 15.—Cot- 
ton consumption was further cur- 
tailed during November and holdings 
of cotton showed an increase, the 
census bureau’s monthly report 
showed today. 

November consumption was about 
67.800 bales less than October's, 159,- 
000 bales less than in 
last year and almost 400,000 bales 
less for the four-month period as 
compared with the same period a 
year ago. Active cotten spindles 
numbered about 2,000,000 less than 
in October and almost 3,000,000 less 
than in November last year. Con- 
sumption in cotton growing states 
showed less curtailment than else- 
where, with 66,449 bales decrease 
from that of a year ago and active 
spindles showing a falling off of 
165,895 as compared with Novem- 
ber last year. 

Cotton on hand November 39 
showéd an increase of 489,408 bales. 
Public storages and compresses in 
cotton growing states held almost 
1,000,000 bales more than a year 
ago, while consuming establish- 
ments in that section held about 
500,000 bales less than last year and 
consuming establishments elsewhere 
showed a similar decrease in hédld- 
ings. 

C>’ on on hand November 30 In 
consuming establishments amounted 
to 1,124,259 bales of lint and 223,- 
925 of linters, compared with 1,642.-

zenship if he refuses to divulge this 
information, and I demand an an- 
swer.” The chairman insisted that 
the witness give the committee the 
names of his informants, but he still 
declined. 

The second sensation was an at- 
tempt on the part of Attorney R. H. 
Goodwin, to bring out®by direct 


questioning of Attorney Hamilton 
Lee, evidence to the effect that he 


had been convicted in the police 
court for gambling ‘and had been 
convicted in tbe Florida courts on 
the charge of mufder. 

When Lee came off of the stand 
he approached Mr. Goodwin and 
said: “You just come outside of 
the room with me.’ Chief Beav-’ 
ers interfered and Mr. Lee sat down 
with the remark that, “I'll just sit 
here until he goes out.” 

Mr. Goodwin is attorney for Clar- 
ence Hart, an admitted bootlegger, 
and one of the witnesses at the 
probe earlier in the week. “Mr. Lee 
is attorney for 
also a witness at the investigation. 
Mr. Lee was subpoenaed at the re- 
quest of Mr. Goodwin, who assert- 
ed that the attorney had made 
statements in the newspapers 
char~ing him and his client with 
false swearing. 

Interesting Story. 

The evidence of tir. White was 
‘one of the most interesting stories 
‘heard by the committee since the 
hearing began last Thursday. He 
‘said he had found out that the al- 
/leged crooks had headquarters at 
‘two downtown hotels, in one promi- 
‘nent office building and in the 
_ places raided by the solicitor. 

Mr. White testified that he knew 
the names of a majority of these 
“crooks,” but that he had not fur- 

/nished them to Chief Beavers. He 
asserted that he told Chief Beavers 
trat he had information to the ef- 
fect that the police would probably 
be involved when Solicitor Boykin’s 
investigation reached its climax, and 

‘that he gave to the chief consider- 
able other information, which he had 
obtained from parties who had been 

' fleeced out of large sums of money, 

'and from other sources. 

He said that he had known for a 
' year and a half that an organized 
i syndicate was working in Atlanta 
(‘and had -knowledge that Solicitor 
Poykin was gathering evidence to 
clear the city of the gamblers:

|a long time, Mr. White replied that 
|he was trying to assist ex-prison

Makes No, Charges. 

The witness made no charge 
against the men of the police or 
detective departments. Qn the con- 
trary, he said, he believed if they 


were given a free hand they would 
clean up the situation. 

This brought from Attorney 
Chambers the question: “Can you 
mention a single instance where a 
policeman or detective has been 
hampered in the discharge of his 
duty?” He replied that he had heard 
such rumors, but declined to give 
the author. 

During the course of His testi- 
mony Mr. White said he didn’t see 
why the council committee and the 
solicitor’s office were each conduct- 
ing an investigation touching on 
the same matters. 

“One is a star chamber session 
and one is public, that’s why,” re- 
plied Mr. Chambers, who continued: 
“Do you know that grand juries 
in some states have been abDolish- 
ed?” Mr. White told him that he 
had been in grand jury rooms many 
times and had always found the 
jurors impressed with their obliga- 
tion in the discharge of their duty. 

At this point the witness was 
turned over to the committee for 
cross-examination. “You are a hu- 
manitarian, Philanthropist, are 
you not?’ eikelanes Mr. Hatcher. 

“Some Are Doing Well.” — 

“Don’t uSe those words,’ ’impor- 
tuned the witness. “I am just an or- 
dinary man. Helping these men is 
just my way of dissipating. Some 
of them are in business and doing 
well, too.’ 

As the second question Mr. Hatch- 
er asked: “In your opinion could 
the police have broken up. these 
gambling places by the exercise of 
ordinary dilignece?” 

“Well, I shovld think they could,” 
he returned, “but these crooks are 
smart. They’re the greatest stu- 
dents of hitman psychology in the 
world. 7 

He told however, of having had 
information from a half dozen 
sources of sixty men, alleged mem- 
bers of the gang of crooks and con- 
fidence men, who visited together 
one of the places subsequently raid- 
ed by the _ solicitor, nd asserted 
that there were over 100 in the 
city at that time. 

Attorney Chambers requésted him 
to give the committee the names 
of his informants. He refused, and 
it was at this point Mr. Chambers 
charged him with perpetrating “a 
damnable outrage on the police de- 
partment” By testifying that he had 
heard of the movements of a band 
of crooks and refusing to divulge 
the source of his information. 


Questioned About Donaldson. 


Chief Poole asked him then if he 
knew Bert Donaldson, ex-convict 
prison reformer. He admitted he 
did. 

“Isn’t it a fact that the most of 
your information has come from 
him,” the chief queried. 

“Some of it,” replied the witness. 

Once more Mr. Chambers tried to 
elicit from him the names of per- 
sons who posted him about the op- 
eration of the ring of criminals 
and asked Mr. Hatcher to use what 
power the committee had to make 
him answer. Mr. Hatcher said he 
didn’t know what power the com- 
mittee had in this respect, but re- 
quested Mr. White to give the com- 
mittee the information. He still 
declined and was dismissed, after 
having been the target of questions 
for more than an hour. 


Lee Called to Stand, 


When Mr. Lee was called to the 
stand, Mr. Goodwin began to inter- 
rogate him. 

“You have been several times ar- 
rested for gambling and bound over 
to the state courts ,have you not?” 
The witness admitted having been 
arrested more than once. 

“You have been selling liquor, 
have you: not?” 


retorted Attorney Lee. 

“You were convicted in a Florida 
court for murder and sentenced to 
hang, were you not?” 

‘Under the Georgia laws,” said 
the witness, addressing the chair- 
man, “no man ts permitted to ques- 
tion the character of a person for 
deeds alleged to have been com- 
mitted more than ten years ago. 
You can’t make me answer that, 
and I refusc.” 


Witness Is Excused. 

The chairman did not insist and 
excused him from the stand. He 
went directly to Goodwin and in- 
vited him to step outside of the 
room. 

Mr. Goodwin was then calted to 
the stand at a request made previ- 
He 
asked him only two or three ques- 
tions, and when he had concluded. 
Attorney Lee started to quiz him. 
“Where did vou get your source of 
information that I was 
on the charges you mention” 
asked.

Striplin, Mr. Hastings and Mr. Wil- 
kinson’s “ox was n the af ch,” he 
told the committee, “and I was try- 
ing to help him out.” 

According to Mr. Chambers, who 
was testifying under oath, on Sun- 
day morning following the opening 
of the fair, Captain W. D. Ellis came 
to his home, informed him that 
Chief Beavers had said the games 
of chance could not operate and 
wanted to know if something could 
be doné to enable them to run that 
season, stating that the fair would 
be a financial failure if they were 
closed. 

Emergency Is Claimed. 

He stated that the situation ap- 
peared in the nature of an emer- 
geney and he arranged for a meet- 
ing of the board on the midway, 
purposely omitting to notify Com- 
missioner Little, because he knew 
he would be opposed to the plan, 
and made the motion himself to 
permit the gambling devices to run.
